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REMARKS 

Claims 3 1 -40 and 42-47 are pending in ibis application. In this Response, Applicants 
have amended certain claims because Applicants believe these amendme: its serve a useful 
clarification purpose, and are desirable for clarification purposes, independent of 
patentability. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully submit thai the claim amendments do not 
limit the range of any permissible equivalents. 

In particular, independent claim 38 has been rewritten to include i he subject matter 
previously recited in claim 41 . Accordingly, claim 41 has been canceled In addition, new 
claims 43-47 have been added to recite additional embodiments fully sup ported by the 
Written Description. Sen, e.g., Page 13, lines 20-25. Finally, the Writtet Description has 
been amended to update the status of the parent application. 

As no new matter has been added by the amendments herein, Applicants respectfully 
request entry of these amendments at tins time. 

THE REJECTIONS UNDER 3S U.S.C § 103 
Claims 38-40 and 42 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as obvious over U.S. Patent No 5,779,562 to 
Melvin et at. for the reasons provided on page 2 of the Office Action. M slvin does not 
disclose or suggest the present invention tor at least the reasons that folk w. 

Melvin generally discloses a golf ball having a solid core formed from conventional 
rubber-based materials. Col. 5, lines 1 1-18. The rubber-based materials can include 
modifying ingredients such as metal oxides, fatty acids, diisocyanates, a; d polypropylene 
powder resins. Col. 6, lines 41-45. Melvin does not teach the thermopla MC materials now 
recited in claim 38. For at least this reason, Applicants respectfully request reconsideration 
and withdrawal of the §§ 102 and 103 rejections based on Melvin. 

DOUBLE PATENTING REJECTIONS 

Claims 31-42 were rejected under the judicially created docuine . if obviousness-type 
double patenting as obvious over claims 1-34 of U.S. Patent No. 6,284,8 }0 ( fc 1he 
grandparent") and claims 1-29 of U.S. Patent No. 6,762,244 (" k the parent '). Applicants 
submit herewith a Terminal Disclaimer in compliance with 37 C.F .R. § .321(c) in order to 
overcome the double patenting rejections based on the parent and grandf arent patents. As 
such 7 Applicants respectfully submit that the double patenting rejections fcased on these 
patents is overcome. 
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NEW CLAIMS ADDED WITH THIS RESPONSE 



Applicants respectfully submit that new claims 43-47 are also not anticipated by or 
rendered obvious over Melvin. While Melvin does teach rubber-based m *teriais that can 
include polypropylene powder resins (Col. 6, lines 41-45), those of ordinuy skill in the art 
are aware that polypropylene does not melt below 160°C. As such, a skil ied artisan would 
not have been motivated to substitute polypropylene for another "modify, ng" material having 
a lower melting point without the improper use of hindsight. 



Applicants submit a Request for Change in Attorney Docket Nun ber in order to 
reflect the change from 20002.0101 A to 20002.0381. Applicants respeciftdly request 
recognition of this change in future correspondence relating to this application. 

CONCLUSION
